In  the  absence  of  Dr.  C.A.  O’Neil,  l.D.  GH.B  B.A.O* 
it  is  my  duty  and  privilege  to  present  to  you  the  annual 
report  upon  toe  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
Darlington  Rural  District  Council  for  the  year  ending  the 
31st  December  1946. 

So  far  as  the  health  of  the  population  as  a whole  is 
concerned,  and  so  far  ar.  it  can  be  measured  by  the  incidence 
of  infectious  and  other  diseases,  the  year  1946  may  be 
described  as  being  rather  better  than  the  average.  The  usual 
vital  and  mortal  statistics  do  not  vary  much  from  the  normal. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  six  cases  of 

contact  with  Smallpox  arrived  in  the  district  (service-men 
returning  from  abroad) . In  each  case  an  examination  and 
enquiries  were  made  but  no  case  of  Smallpox  resulted. 

The  progress  on  schemes  of  housing,  water  supply, 
srwerage  and  sewage  disposal  appears  very  slow  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  improvement  will  be  more  marked  next  year,  although 
considerable  difficulties  brought  about  by  shortage  of  labour 
and  materials  still  lie  ahead.
